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INTRODUCTION 


The  Animal  Welfare  Information  Center  (AWIC)  was  established  under  the  1985  amendments  to  the 
Animal  Welfare  Act  (AWA)  to  provide  information  to  the  research  community  in  regard  to:  (1) 
Alternatives  to  the  use  of  animals  in  research  and  testing;  (2)  Methods  to  reduce  or  eliminate  pain  or 
distress  in  research  animals;  (3)  Information  pertinent  to  employee  training  and  (4)  Information  to 
prevent  unintended  duplication  of  animal  experimentation. 

In  addition  to  the  above  requirements,  AWIC  receives  many  requests  from  teachers  and  children  of  all 
age  groups,  and  school  classes  from  kindergarten  to  high  school  and  college,  for  information  on  science 
fairs,  pet  animals,  animals  used  in  research,  testing  and  teaching,  animal  rights  and  animal  welfare, 
animals  used  in  agriculture,  animal  careers  and  other  related  topics.  We  do  not  always  have  pertinent 
information  available  on  these  subjects  so  we  decided  to  develop  a  list  of  selected  Internet  resources 
covering  these  topics.  In  this  way  the  teachers  and  students  can  obtain  the  desired  information  from 
various  applicable  websites  and  at  the  same  time  become  familiar  with  web  surfing  and  searching  for 
information  on  the  Internet.  There  is  a  great  deal  of  information  available  on  the  Internet  and  all  teachers 
and  students  should  become  familiar  with  how  to  find  the  information  they  desire.  Most,  if  not  all,  of  the 
websites  listed  here  have  links  to  similar  or  related  websites  for  additional  information.  We  hope  this 
resource  guide  will  be  of  help  in  finding  information  in  the  areas  listed  above  and  will  be  a  start  on 
successful  Internet  searching.
